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Chaconne in G minor Purcell (1659-1695) 
(edited by Philip Ledger) 


This unique work was probably written between the years 1680 and 1683 when Purcell was 
composing sets of Trio Sonatas and Fantasies for strings. It is the longest and finest of his works for this 
genre and was only publicised posthumously. The five bar chaconne theme, based on a descending scale, 
is heard forty-four times in succession, mainly in the bass. The piece is really a set of continuous 
variations. The writer in Grove's Dictionary sums up the Chaconne in these words. ‘Every possible 
device of harmonic figuration and imitation is employed to produce a piece which impresses both by the 


grandeur of its conception, the wealth of invention and the intimacy of expression.’

Arne's father was an upholsterer in the City of London and was able to afford to send his son 
Thomas to Eton College with a view to his becoming an attorney. But his love of music and his aptitude 
from an early age finally tipped the scales in favour of a musical career. He was a violinist as well as being 
a leading figure in the English theatrical scene during the mid-eighteenth century. Many English composers 
of that period would probably be much more widely known if Handel had not come to settle and work 
in London, thereby eclipsing their not inconsiderable talents. In Arne's case there is the added 


disadvantage that much of his music was destroyed in various theatrical fires. 


The bulk of his music was written for the theatre. He provided music for nearly ninety dramatic 
productions, the most notable of these being the Masque Comus in 1738. Another Masque, Alfred of 1740 
is remembered for its Ode in honour of Great Britain, better known as Rule Britannia. 

His music is essentially English in character, in spite of the historian Burney's cryptic remark that 
it was ‘an agreeable mixture of Italian, English and Scots'! His instrumental works, such as this Symphony 
(or Overture as it was alternatively described), are relatively few. This work probably comes from a set 


of 'Four New Overtures or Symphonies in 8 and I0 parts’ dating from 1767. As regards form, they provide 


the link between the French opera ‘Ouverture’ and the classical symphonies of Haydn and Mozart. 


The opening movement catches the attention with its declamatory style: the second is more 
contrapuntal with some antiphonal horn fanfares. The last movement is like a minuet. The work shows 
his easy yet unambitious command of instrumental writing. As one nineteenth century writer put it: ‘He 
had neither the vigour of Purcell nor the grandeur, simplicity and magnificence of Handel: he apparently 
aimed at pleasing, and he has fully succeeded.’

Our early saints were extraordinary men. They believed in an unknown God-Man, and, by spreading 
His Word, changed history. 


St Kentigern is a shadowy yet vivid figure. He comes down to us by way of a few rather random 
facts and many legends and stories. But the scanty evidence matters little. His real achievement is that 
_ he gripped the imagination, and continues to do so, in the familiar symbols of The Bird, The Fish, The 


Ring, The Bell and The Tree which feature on Glasgow's Coat of Arms to this day. 


My music takes these five symbols as its Starting point. Their original purpose was to remind us 
of epsiodes in the life of Kentigern the wonder-worker. But they also lend themselves to deeper 
interpretations. Thus the first movement of my suite uses the Bird not only as a reminder of a miraculous 
event, but also as a symbol of Kentigern's aspiration to higher things - the conversion of the world. and 


the achievement of sanctity. 


In the second movement the Fish is the activist, the messenger (as in the legend of the restoration 
of the missing ring). But the Fish also has another dimension in that it was one of the most universally 


known Christian symbols of early times. 


The Ring centres on the inner world of Kentigern the contemplative, the thinker. The circle is the 
perfect shape; it has no beginning and no end and as such, presents a potent meditative symbol of 


perfection and eternity. 


The fourth movement, the Bell, is a straightforward evocation of Kentigern proclaiming his 
message. It is a solemn yet urgently joyous, even raucous carillon. As the clamour recedes the gentle 


fifth movement, the Tree, follows on without a break. The Tree here is used entirely as a symbol of the 


growth, maturity, and longevity of Kentigern's achievement. An ancient plainsong melody, Ubi Caritas Et 
Amor Deus Ibi Est, sets the tone for this serene meditation on the work of a man whose influence has 
been immeasurable.

The Italian composer Cimarosa was a central figure in the field of opera during the late eighteenth 
century. Amongst his other works are about eighty-seven keyboard sonatas - single movements, after 
the style of Scarlatti (1685-1757) - to whom he was no doubt indebted. The Australian composer Arthur 
Benjamin selected four of these to form an attractive and useful little concerto for oboe. In freely 
adapting these sonata movements in this manner, Benjamin has provided oboists with a work representing 
the early Classical period when oboe concertos (apart from Mozart’s masterpiece) were not too 
numerous. He has also given listeners an opportunity to appreciate music which would otherwise have 


languished in obscurity. The concerto is dedicated to Evelyn Rothwell, the widow of Sir John Barbirolli.

Mozart, unlike Mendelssohn, had to sing for his supper. Indeed for many years the idea that 
Mendelssohn didn’t need to sing was seen as a disadvantage, a drag on his powers of invention. 
Fortunately people now are more likely to think that music has not much to do with the external 
conditions in which it’s created and much more to do with the inner life of the composer. We have 
forgiven Mendelssohn for being wealthy, but it’s still hard to forgive the world for letting Mozart be so 
poor, even if he himself contributed more to that state than we used to think. Mozart’s chores - the 
things he wrote for small commissions - aren’t to be graded by the size of the fee. Even his church music: 
the sad fact that he didn’t finish either of the two religious works that promised to be towering 
achievements might be some sort of indication; the C minor Mass began to look as if it would never have 
a performance, and the Requiem was written for money and turned out to be his own. But what Mozart 
could not help doing was writing music, whatever its ultimate destination: some of it was hasty, if we're 
honest enough not to regard every note he put down as the gesture of a genius; some of the earlier pieces 


are more like very good imitations of the real thing, though there is always the chance that they speak 


some truth. 


The Litaniae Lauretanae is an eighteen-year old’s work. He was just at the point, you could say, of 
really becoming himself: just around the corner is his 29th symphony, which is where it really starts, | 
think. So you can expect surprises in this Litany. It was a commission for Salzburg Cathedral in the dead 


time between Mozart’s past success in Milan and his future success in Munich. He flexes his compositional 


muscles all the same. 


The great composers have given us fewer litanies than masses - the demand is not so great and not 


so central to the church. Yet it’s a very old form of service, from the fourth century, and one part of 


the litany for vespers - the Kyrie - found its way into the Mass itself. What began as a form of prayer 


with biddings and petitions became, in Loreto, centuries later, an invocation of the Blessed Virgin Mary; 


each title of the Virgin - holy mother, healer of the sick, queen of angels, among them - is followed by 


an ora pro nobis. Mozart makes five movements: a Kyrie with a slow introduction and Allegro; an Andante 


for Sancta Maria; an Adagio (with dotted rhythms) for the Salus Infirmorum:a spirited Allegro for the Regina 


Angelorum, and a slow Agnus Dei to end and to balance the opening Kyrie. Mozart’s soloists came from 


the choir, which shows the skill of the Salzburg singers. 


By now he was on the way to writing operas, 
but you cannot afford to ignore what this young man did on the way to something else: you simply cannot 
take him as read.

Biographies 


PHILIP LEDGER was born in Bexhill and educated at King’s College, Cambridge. When appointed 
Master of the Music at Chelmsford Cathedral, he became the youngest Cathedral Organist in the country. 
Subsequently, he took up the post of Director of Music at the University of East Anglia where he was 


also Dean of the School of Fine Arts and Music. 


Philip Ledger was Director of Music at King’s College, Cambridge from 1974-1982 and Conductor 
of the Cambridge University Musical Society from 1973-1982. He became Principal of the Royal Scottish 
Academy of Music and Drama in 1982 where, in 1988, magnificent new premises for the Academy were 


opened by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth The Queen Mother. 


He regularly conducts the English Chamber Orchestra with whom his association extends over 
thirty years. Philip Ledger has made numerous, most successful recordings with Janet Baker, Benjamin 
Britten, Robert Tear, Paul Tortelier and Pinchas Zukerman and he has conducted major tours in 
Switzerland, Belgium, Sweden, Japan, the United States of America and Australia. He also regularly 


performs as a harpsichordist, pianist and organist. 


ANDREW DICKIE, educated at Park Mains High School in Erskine, Scotland, began his career at 
the Royal Scottish Academy of Music and Drama in 1987 as a student of the Junior School. He was taught 
by Philip Hill, principal oboist of the BBC Scottish Symphony Orchestra and now continues his studies 
in the Senior School with Stephen West, principal oboist of the Royal Scottish National Orchestra. 
Andrew is currently a member of the National Youth Orchestra of Scotland and has strong ties with 
various orchestras throughout western Scotland. In April this year he visited the St Petersburg 


Conservatoire as part of an exchange programme with the RSAMD.

Ernest MacMillan was born August 18, 1893, in Mimico, a community just west of 
Toronto on Lake Ontario and now absorbed into the Metropolitan area. His father was a 
Presbyterian minister and, perhaps more importantly for the future of his gifted son, a 
distinguished authority on hymnology and church music. At the age of 8, Ernest began the study 
of the organ, the instrument at which he excelled and of which he could still write sixty years later 
that "for me, however rusty my technique, climbing on the organ bench is still like coming home". 
Studies continued in Edinburgh while his father was working there in 1905-08, and after a return 
to Toronto followed again by study in Edinburgh and London, he received the extramural B.Mus. 
from Oxford University in 1911. At the University of Toronto he studied modern history, but in 
1914 he went to Paris to continue musical studies. 


At the outbreak of war in 1914 MacMillan was visiting Bayreuth, in Germany. He was 
detained as an alien and then interned in a prison camp at Ruhleben, near Berlin, for the duration 
of the war. Although confinement under difficult conditions could only cause personal distress, in 
musical ways it proved to have some benefits. During this period he composed most of his String 
Quartet, as well as his setting of Swinburne's ode, England. 


The String Quartet was revised and completed in 1921 after his return to Toronto, but in 
conception and first realization it is an ambitious and accomplished work. Still under the 
influence of late romanticism, the Quartet nevertheless reveals an expansive understanding of 
tonality and a control of texture that is impressive in so young a musician. If the Quartet was 
undertaken as a personal exercise in composition, England was written with specific intention. 
With the encouragement and help of a fellow inmate in the prison camp, MacMillan was accepted 
as an extramural candidate for the Mus.Doc. at Oxford University. The University waived some 
of the requirements and accepted England as the compositional exercise for the degree. 


Swinburne's poem was highly patriotic and particularly apt for a war-time setting, a fact 
that when combined with the circumstances of its composition, brought a good deal of attention 
to England, and a vocal score was published by Novello in London. The full work for orchestra, 
choir and two soloists, is divided into three parts and is about an hour in length. (The excerpts 
performed at the concert on October 29 are taken from the first two parts.) The first Toronto 
performance was given by the Mendelssohn Choir with the Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by 
Herbert Fricker in 1921. It was last heard when Sir Ernest conducted Parts I and II in 1964 in the 
MacMillan Theatre at the official opening of the Edward Johnson Building. 


With his return to Toronto in 1919 after the end of the war, MacMillan began the career 
that has been without parallel in Canada. In 1923 he conducted his first performance of J. S. 
Bach's Sz. Matthew Passion, the first of some thirty presentations that he directed in Toronto. He 
became Principal of the Toronto (Royal) Conservatory of Music in 1926 and the following year 
assumed the position of Dean of the F aculty of Music at the University of Toronto. He succeeded 


oo Ge a = conductor of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra in 193 1, and in 1942 became 
Ondcuctor of the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir. He conducted throush j 
United States, Australia and Brazil oughout Canada as well as in the 
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Among his wide-ranging musical interests was a special interest in folk and native music, 
as evidenced in numerous arrangements and editions which he made of these repertoires. The 
Two Sketches for Strings, \ike the vocal pieces also on the Saturday evening program, are based 
on two French-Canadian songs and were first performed by the Hart House Quartet in 1927. The 
following year he composed the more extended set of folk-song material, Six Bergerettes du bas 
Canada, in a continuous form that was originally intended to be loosely staged as an amorous 
pastoral interlude. The Two Christmas Carols date from the same period (1925), as do the 
Three French-Canadian Sea Songs (1930). 


In addition to his influence as conductor and academic administrator, Sir Ernest 
MacMillan touched almost every aspect of the development of music in Canada over more than 
forty years: a founder of the Canada Music Council, a member of the first Canada Council, 
President of the Canadian Music Centre, President of CAPAC (the performing rights 
organization), President of Jeunesses musicales du Canada. Throughout his career he found time 
to write frequently and thoughtfully on music, especially on behalf of the Canadian composer and 
on education. 


The universality of MacMillan's musical interests and accomplishments reflected a personal 
credo that was reverent, rich and humanitarian: 

Being a musician, I often think of life as an unfinished symphony. The score is 
exceedingly complex, the music by turns exciting, cacophonous, tranquil and uplifting. The 
material score, however, is not the music; it is only the means of communication by which I can 
try to interpret the intentions of the composer. 

We listen to life's symphony as players in an orchestra; it is hard -- perhaps impossible -- 
when struggling with one's own part, to hear the music as a whole. But let us keep on trying and 


in doing so our own part takes on new significance.

Since her 1988 appointment to the University of Toronto Faculty of Music, Doreen Rao 
has overseen the development of an innovative and revitalized choral programme that 
emphasizes the highest standards in music performance and music education. She enjoys 
her position as Director Emerita of the Glen Ellyn Children's Chorus, an outstanding music 
performance programme recognised as a model for music education and acclaimed for its 
award-winning recordings with the Chicago Symphony Orchestra and Chorus. In addition 
to her many U.S. and Canadian appearances as conductor, lecturer and choral clinician, 
Dr. Rao's recent work abroad includes conducting concerts and masterclasses in Israel, 
Namibia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Germany, Scandinavia and Great Britain.

Alex Dean is well known in Canadian jazz circles ao an outstanding saxophonist and woodwind specialist. He 
has recorded for the Unity Jazz record label with Bernie Senensky and as leader of his own band. His first 
recording was with the Justin Time label. He has algo performed with the Dave McMurdo Jazz Orchestra, the 
Boss Brass and recorded with Time Warp. An outstanding teacher as well as performer, Alex teaches at the 
Interprovincial Music Camp as well as improvisation, saxophone and ensembles at the University of Toronto. 


Lome Lofsky. In addition to performing regularly in Toronto clubs, and recording, Lorne Lofeky has performed 
with Oscar Petergon, The Brags Connection, Chet Baker, Rosemary Clooney and Dizzy Gillespie. He has recently 
released his own compact disc, Lorne Lofeky with Kieran Overs and Bob McLaren. Algo in demand as a teacher, 
Lorne has taught for York University and Mohawk College as well as the University of Toronto. 


Anthony Michelli is a third year student in the jazz performance degree program at the Faculty of Mugic. A 
graduate of the music diploma program at Mohawk College, Anthony has performed professionally with with the 
Kirk MacDonald Quartet, Steve Koven Quartet and toured France and Germany in the summer of 1993 with the 
Canadian Ambassadors All Star Big Band. He also has taught at the St. Thomas Aquinas Centre for the Arts, 


and IMC Jazz Camp. 


Phil Nimmons joined the University of Toronto in 1973 as instructor in jazz and is now Director Emeritus of 
Jazz Studies. In early 1994 he was named to the Order of Canada. A tireless proponent for the development of 
educational facilities for jazz and related music, he is Director of Jazz Studies at the Courtenay Youth Centre, 
and hag held similar positions at the University of New Brunswick, Banff School of Fine Arts and the University 
of Western Ontario. He currently directs a summer program at the Interprovincial Mugic Camp. A prolific and 
adventurous composer, Prof. Nimmons’ own works in both the jazz and classical vein date from 1948. The 
recording of his Atlantic Suite (1974) performed by his band “Nimmons ‘N’ Nine Plus Six", received the first Juno 
Award given in the jazz category in 1976. Plateaus: Cariboo Country Tone Poem, commissioned by the CBC 
Vancouver Orchestra and premiered in 1986, was subsequently recorded by that ensemble for CBC Classics. The 
Olympic Arts Festival of the 1988 Winter Games commissioned The Torch , and the work was premiered in 
Calgary by an Olympic Jazz Band, directed by Rob McConnell. Other recently commissioned works include Images 
Entre Nous, for clarinettist James Campbell and pianist Gene Di Novi; Concerto for Trumpet was commissioned 
by the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony, with the assistance of the Ontario Arts Council and the Laidlaw 
Foundation. Dan Warren, principal second trumpet, was the soloist when the Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony 
premiered the work last spring. His most recent work, Moods and Contrasts (A Sound Poem), was premiered by 
the Esprit Orchestra in early 1994. 


Paul Read. Prior to his appointment as Director of Jazz Studies at the University of Toronto in 1991, Paul 
Read was Director of Music at Humber College. He freelances on saxophone, flute and piano and is a published 
author, arranger and composer of instrumental and vocal music. Besides earning degrees in music (Mus. Bac., M. 
Mus.) and education (B. Ed.) at the University of Toronto, he attended Berklee College in Boston where he 
studied saxophone with Joe Viola and arranging with Ted Pease. He also studied arranging and composition with 
Gordon Delamont and John Beckwith. From 1982 to 1989, Paul was on the jazz faculty of the Saskatchewan 
School of the Arts and has been coordinator of the National Music Camp Jazz Program (Canada) since 1987. He 
regularly adjudicates and presents workshops across Canada in improvisation, ensembles development as well as 
saxophone and jazz piano. In addition, he is currently Chairman of the jazz instrumental-division of MusicFest 
Canada. : 


Kevin Turcotte is a recent graduate of the University of Toronto and is regarded as one of Canada’s finest 
young jazz talents. He is member of the Dave McMurdo Jazz Orchestra and Time Warp, lead by drummer Barry 
Elmes with whom he has toured and recorded. Kevin performs regularly in jazz clubs in the Toronto area and is 
also on the faculty of the National Music Camp jazz program. He teaches trumpet and directs ensembles at the 
University of Toronto.

Translating any poetry into another language is always problematic. Persian poetry is no 
exception. It is impossible to convey in English the complex metres and the internal 
rhyming schemes, let alone the beauty of the combinations of classical Persian sounds. 
Furthermore, Persian poetry relies on double (or multiple) meanings: human love is often a 
metaphor for spiritual love, and human separation is similarly indicative of the separation of 
the soul from God. 


These poems date from over a thousand years ago, and are as well known to Persians as 
the work of Shakespeare is to us.

In developing Maruba, I have given the melody (tuba line) to bass marimba and have added 
crotales (tuned antique cymbals) to support the melodic line. I have also added another 
marimba part and a vibraphone part so there are three voices (2 marimba and | vibraphone) 
that support the melodic lines in the bass marimba and crotales. Marubatoo was completed in 
October 1988.

The Idea of Flying Thomas Brett 


The phrase "The Idea of Flying" occurred to me about two years ago, and refers to artistic ideas that -due 
to their beauty- can be likened to something that soars. A year later, I encountered the same art-flying 
analogy in James Joyce's book A Portrait of the Artist as a Young Man. Finally, I came across a children's 
picture book illustrating the imaginary travels of a young boy; here again, for me, was the motion of flying 
symbolizing the creative source. The.Idea of Flying then, represents the traveling that takes place both 
within and through one's imagination.

Joseph Alessi has been the New York Philharmonic's Principal Trombonist since 1985. Mr. Alessi began 
musical studies in his native California with his father, Joseph Alessi, Sr. He has performed with the San 
Francisco Ballet Orchestra and was a soloist with the San Francisco Symphony before continuing his musical 
training at Philadelphia's Curtis Institute of Music.

Band and the Ridgewood, N.J. Concert Band. His love for jazz and big bands has found expression in playing 
periodically with the Village Vanguard Orchestra in New York.
